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Summary 

The  value  of  U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  reached  a 
new  high  of  $700  million  in  19  71  exceeding  the  previous  high  in  1970  by 
9  percent.     Principally,  larger  exports  of  inedible  tallow  to  India  and 
South  America  were  responsible  for  the  increase. 

Imports,  valued  at  $1.4  billion  were  just  slightly  below  a  year  ago. 
Higher  per-unit  import  values  for  boneless  and  cooked  frozen  beef  failed 
to  offset  the  decline  in  imports  of  dutiable  wool. 


Exports 


The  major  U.S.  livestock  exports  in  order  of  importance  are  animal  byprod- 
ucts, red  meats,  and  live  animals. 

In  calendar  19  71  exports  of  animal  byproducts  were  valued  at  $589  million — 
up  more  than  $40  million  from  the  previous  year.     Almost  all  of  the  increase 
is  attributed  to  greater  inedible  tallow  exports  which  were  up  16  percent 
in  volume  to  2.6  billion  pounds  and  17  percent  in  value  to  $233  million. 
Most  of  the  19  71  increase  was  due  to  larger  shipments  to  India  and  South 
America.     Exports  to  India  totaled  336  million  pounds— a  77-percent-increase 
from  a  year  earlier.     About  75  percent  of  these  shipments  were  financed 
under  the  U.S.  AID  program. 

Argentina  is  the  largest  producer  of  tallow  in  South  America  and  normally 
supplies  neighboring  countries'  requirements  as  well  as  its  own.     In  19  71, 
because  of  reduced  Argentine  cattle  slaughter,  tallow  supplies  were  down 
and  Argentina  made  purchases  from  the  United  States.     In  addition,  other 
South  American  countries  turned  to  the  United  States  for  tallow. 


Inedible  tallow  exports  to  Argentina  in  1971  totaled  27  million  pounds;  these 
were  the  first  exports  of  record  to  that  country.  Exports  to  Colombia,  at  79 
million  pounds,  were  more  than  double  their  1970  level  and  exports  to  Brazil, 
at  70  million  pounds,  were  65  million  pounds  larger. 

Japan  is  the  largest  U.S.  market  for  inedible  tallow  but  exports  in  1971,  at 
400  million  pounds,  were  at  an  8-year  low.     Japan's  total  imports  of  tallow 
and  greases  have  averaged  about  670  million  pounds  during  the  last  3  years. 
Tae  U.S.   share  of  this  market  was  87  percent  in  1968.     By  1970  the  U.S.  share 
had  fallen  to  75  percent  while  Australia's  had  increased  from  3  to  13  percent. 
The  decline  in  the  U.S.  market  share  is  a  direct  result  of  increased  Japanese 
purchases  of  lower-priced  Australian  tallow. 

Lard  exports  at  282  million  pounds  in  19  71  were  down  23  percent  from  a  year 
earlier  owing  to  a  42  percent  drop  in  shipments  to  Mexico  to  26  million  pounds 
and  a  12  percent  decline  in  shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom  to  230  million 
pounds.     High  U.S.  lard  prices  relative  to  European  Community  (EC)  lard  and  the 
availability  of  adequate  continental  and  East  European  supplies  contributed  to 
the  decline  in  U.S.  lard  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom.     A  subsidy  has  been  in 
effect  on  U.S.  lard  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  since  1969. 

Hides  and  skins  are  the  second  largest  animal  byproduct  export.     In  19  71, 
valued  at  $155  million,  hide  and  skin  exports  were  7  percent  above  1970,  Sig- 
nificant increases  were  noted  for  whole  cattle  hide  exports  to  Spain,  Poland, 
and  France  and  wooled  sheep  skins  to  the  USSR. 

Live  animal  exports  valued  at  $45.9  million  were  13  percent  above  their  1970 
level.     A  2 , 600-head- increase  in  shipments  of  breeding  cattle  to  Mexico  to 
11,800  head  contributed  to  the  higher  level  of  exports. 

Sheep,  lamb,  and  goat  exports  were  up  over  60  percent  to  214,000  head  because 
of  a  sharp  increase  in  exports  to  Mexico,  with  shipments  totaling  168,000  head. 

Red  meats  are  the  third  most  important  export  category.     In  value  they  were  up 
50  percent  to  $31  million  in  1971  as  a  result  of  a  3-fold  increase  in  fresh 
and  frozen  beef  exports  to  Canada. 

Imports 

The  major  U.S.  livestock  imports  in  order  of  importance  are:  red  meats,  byprod- 
ucts, and  live  animals. 

In  calendar  1971,  red  meat  imports  valued  at  $1.03  billion  were  $40  million 
above  their  year-earlier  level.     Higher  per-unit  import  values  for  boneless  and 
cooked  frozen  beef  accounted  for  the  increase. 
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Boneless  beef  imports  totaled  almost  1.1  billion  pounds  in  1971 — down  2  percent 
from  a  year  earlier.     Entries  from  Australia  totaled  only  490  million  pounds 
compared  with  521  million  pounds  in  1970  and  were  responsible  for  the  decline. 
Despite  a  reduction  in  quantity  imported,  the  average  per-unit  import  value  of 
boneless  beef  increased  from  50  cents  per  pound  in  1970  to  53  cents  in  1971 
raising  the  total  value  4  percent  to  $562  million.     Australia  and  New  Zealand 
supply  almost  70  percent  of  U.S.  boneless  beef  imports.     Mexico,  Ireland, 
Canada,  and  the  Central  American  countries  are  the  other  major  suppliers. 

U.S.   imports  of  fresh,   chilled,  and  frozen  beef,  veal,  mutton,  and  goat  meats 
are  subject  to  the  Meat  Import  Law.     This  Law  has  been  in  effect  since  1964 
and  provides  for  quotas  if  imports  are  estimated  to  exceed  110  percent  of  an 
adjusted  base  quota.     A  voluntary  restraint  program  was  developed  in  late  1968 
to  avoid  the  imposition  of  quotas.     Similar  programs  were  in  effect  during  1969, 
1970,  and  1971  under  which  the  principal  supplying  countries  agreed  to  limit 
their  shipments  to  the  United  States.     The  19  71  program  level  was  1.160  billion 
pounds,  and  imports  of  meats  subject  to  the  program  totaled  1.133  billion  pounds. 

The  net  amount  subject  to  the  program  excludes  rejections  by  the  Consumer  and 
Marketing  Service's  Meat  and  Poultry  Inspection  Program.     Rejections  during  1971 
were  21  million  pounds.     Boneless  beef  accounted  for  about  90  percent  of  the 
imported  meats  subject  to  the  Meat  Import  Law  in  1971. 

A  continuation  of  a  development  which  began  in  1970  was  the  increased  quantity 
of  beef  and  veal  imports  entering  in  the  form  of  prepared  items  (Tariff  Sched- 
ules of  the  United  States  Annotated,  Number  107.6020).     These  meats  are  not  sub- 
ject to  the  Meat  Import  Law.     In  1971  imports  of  these  items  reached  a  new  high 
of  41.6  million  pounds — a  63  percent  increase  over  1970  levels.     Honduras  and 
Guatemala  are  the  largest  suppliers  under  this  category.     Imports  from  Honduras 
at  16.2  million  pounds  were  52  percent  greater  and  imports  from  Guatemala  at 
10  million  pounds  were  three  times  their  level  of  1970. 

Imports  of  canned  corned  beef  were  only  about  three-fourths  of  the  89  million 
pounds  imported  in  1970.     A  74-percent  increase  in  entries  from  Brazil  to  33 
million  pounds  failed  to  offset  the  53-percent  decline  in  Argentine  arrivals 
which  totaled  only  2  7  million  pounds. 

Entries  of  prepared  and  preserved  beef  and  veal  were  at  a  record  high  of  76 
million  pounds — though  only  1  percent  above  a  year  earlier.     Almost  95  percent 
of  the  prepared  and  preserved  beef  imported  in  1971  was  cooked  frozen  (TSUSA 
No.  107.6040)  with  Brazil  and  Argentina  the  principal  suppliers.     In  1971  a  more 
than  3-fold  increase  in  arrivals  from  Brazil  to  27  million  pounds  just  offset 
the  26  percent  decline  in  entries  from  Argentina,  which  had  fallen  to  42  million 
pounds.     The  per-unit  import  value  of  Brazilian  cooked  frozen  beef  increased 
from  75  cents  per  pound  in  1970  to  $1.10  in  1971  and  accounted  for  almost  all  of 
the  $23  million  increase  in  the  value  of  prepared  and  preserved  beef  imports  to 
$72  million. 
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Animal  byproducts  are  the  second  most  important  livestock  import.  Valued  at 
$260  million,  byproduct  imports  were  down  almost  $28  million  from  their  1970 
level.  Most  of  the  decline  was  in  the  dutiable  wool  category  which  histori- 
cally has  been  the  most  important  animal  byproduct  import. 

Dutiable  wool  imports  were  at  a  low  for  recent  years  as  a  result  of  reduced 
arrivals  from  Australia  and  New  Zealand.     Imports  from  Australia  totaled  23.4 
million  pounds — down  nearly  30  percent.     Arrivals  from  New  Zealand  totaled  7 
million  pounds — 60  percent  below  last  year's  level.     A  further  cause  for  the 
50  percent  decline  in  the  value  of  dutiable  wool  imports  to  $28  million  was 
the  drop  in  per-unit  value  from  70  cents  per  pound  to  65  cents  in  19  71. 

Cattle,  mostly  stockers  and  feeders  from  Canada  and  Mexico,  are  the  most 

important  live  animal  imports.     In  1971,  live  cattle  imports  at  991,000  were 
the  lowest  since  1967  largely  because  of  a  20-percent  drop  in  feeder  cattle 
imports  from  Mexico  to  752,000  head. 

Live  hog  imports  reached  a  record  high  of  almost  78,000  head  in  1971 — up  15 

percent  from  the  previous  1970  record  of  68,000  head.     All  U.S.  live  hog 
imports  are  from  Canada.
